The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case, the process of Group 
I could be carried out with another apparatus, different from that of Group II. For example, the 
determination of whether the impedance difference is one of a first, second or third state; the 
determination of whether a maximum rinse timer has timed out; the determination of whether the 
maximum time limit was a preset time period; the determination of whether the preset time 
period has been reached; and the triggering of an alarm signal could all be made by a human 
operator of the system, instead of by the microprocessor of Group II (see claim 10, lines 11-15). 

Alternatively, the apparatus of Group II could be used in another process, different from 
that of Group I. For example, this water treatment system could be used to remove metal plating 
cations (e.g. copper, zinc, nickel, gold, silver, etc.) from an aqueous plating effluent, instead of to 
soften water, as recited in the process of Group I. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
